Plant at Bakers­ 
town for $58,200. 


Under a mortgage 
foreclosure the 
Hagerstown plant of 
the Montross 
Metal Casket 
Company, 
a 
million- 
dollar corporation, which 
went 
into 
the hands of 
receivers 
last 
spring, 
was sold Tuesday to James Morrison, 
Jr., of New Y’ork. for 
$58,200. 
The 
property includes nine 
acres of land 
located in the southern 
suburbs, 
oa 
which are erected extensive 
factory 
buildings costing $125,000, a number 
of metal casket patents and 
a 
large 
amount of 
personal 
property. 
The 
plant 
was originally 
built 
by the 
Crawford Bicycle Company 
and in 
1908 was sold to the 
Montross con­ 
cern 
by 
the 
Pope 
Manufacturing 
Company for $57,OOO. 
It is 
said the 
new purchaser will continue the busi­ 
ness on a large st ale. 


Judge Ross of Y'ork County has de­ 
clined to grant a new trial in the suit 
of the borough 
of 
Hanover, against 
the Hanover 
Sewer 
Company, 
for 
deciding the value 
of 
the sewerage 
system, which the 
borough 
contem­ 
plates taking over, 
from 
the 
com­ 
pany. 
A jury at the time 
the

authorities considered

it was to have this valuation reduced, 
if possible, at a re-hearing that the 
borough asked for a new 
trial.

Loudon, Sept. 30.—A late dispatch 
from Paris states that it is report®.I 
there th a t the German right wing Is 
retreating from its fortified positions 
between the Alane and the Somiu# 
rivers. 
» It is also reported that the allied 
arm ies have succeeded in cutting the 
German line of communications, and 
that part of G eneral Von Kluck’s army 
is in grave danger. 
A Paris dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph com pany says: 
“It is stated here tonight (Tuesday) 
that the Germ an right wing has been 
entirely broken and is now being pur­ 
sued by the allies. All the automobiles 
in northern France have been requisi­ 
tioned for the purposes of pursuit.” 
Tile British w ar office says that it 
has no confirmation of this report and 
can add nothing to the French official 
bulletin, which states that the G er­ 
mans are still attacking the French 
left, but that In every instance they 
have been repulsed. 
The latest French bulletin says: 
“Tb^re is nothing new in the situa­ 
tion.”

French Confident of Victory. 


It is the opinion of foreign military 
attaches that Iii any event the battle 
which will mid the war will be fought 
soon, probably before 
the 
extrem e 
cold w eather sets in. 
Most of these 
men look for sim ultaneous conflicts, 
one in Belgium and w vd of the Rhine, 
and the other in the eastern theater 
ol activities. 
French officers who have returned 
from the front seem to sh are the sam** 
opinion. They declare that there Is a 
decided contrast between th e spirit of 
the G erm ans and that of the allies 
The 
French soldiers are absolutely 
confident of victory. In fact they are 
so convinced that the chief difficulty 
of the officers is keeping their troops 
from recklessly exposing themselves.

The G erm ans have also bombarded 
the torts at W avre, St. Catherine and 
Wuelhem, ten 
miles from the teal 
porary Belgian capital. 
German officers are quoted as say 
ing that they can take Antwerp when 
ever they get ready. 
The orth ial statem ent says: 
“Alter bom barding 
Malines, four 
teen miles sou theast of Antwerp, tbs 
Germans under cover of night, re-en 
tered the unoccupied town, but ha vt 
now resum ed their m ard i trerefrom 
“Th# G erm ans have directed the fire 
of their iieavy artillery on the fort* 
of Wavre, St. C atherine and W aelhem 
about ten mile# from Antwerp, bul 
with a result not 
justifying 
theii 
great expenditure of ammunition. Out 
forts replied, and the bombardment 
ceased. 
“Between th e Bemire and the Will© 
broeck canal, west of Waelhem, tin 
offensive m ovem ent of the enemy wa* 
promptly checked. The forts inflicted; 
serious losses on the enemy and com 
polled his re tre at.” 
The city of Alost has suffered con 
siderahly from artillery fire. T he Bel 
gian artillery was compelled to tak« 
up a position that allowed shells tc 
drop in the city. In consequence Hr*

The Belgians claim to have silenced 
Hie German guns and compelled th* 
Germans to retreat. (Alost has a pop 
alation of nearly 35,000. It is about 
sixteen miles northwest of Brussels 
on the I af ad re river.

old).
